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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of record fails to 
teach the combination of elements as specifically claimed. In particular the prior art fails to teach or fairiy 
suggest the displaying of a visual time indicator for each completed student assignment that is ungraded, 
wherein the visual time indicator represents an elapsed time from a time each ungraded completed 
student assignment was received, in the context of an on-line grade book system, as in claim 1 1 . 
Although prior art systems include grade book systems including the ability to electronically submit 
assignments for an instructor or teacher's review, they do not include the use of a visual indicator as so 
claimed in the instant application. Further the prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest an "assignment 
grading template" as specifically described in claim 16.
